Yep, that's us. Here we are at McGill University, a smug, 
self-contained little colony.

Out of the night comes a ray of hope for the MoGlll Track 
team. The ray's name is Pete Adams who has done a good job of 
specializing in long distance running. 

Pete halls from Wales where he made quite a name for him 
self as n runner. He. captained the English Athletic Union cross 
country team, reprcsctitalcd Wales in the West European Cross 
Country Championships, and ran the mile in a meet against Eng- 
■ land. It is rather interesting to note that he can run the mile in 
4 minutes, 11 seconds, and the 3 miles in 14 minutes, 5 seconds. 
The McGill records for these two events are presently 4:22.3 and 
15:15.11 respectively. Pete is spending his first year in McGill 
studying for a doctorate in Geography. 

\ In the 12 mile marathon held Sunday at Park Lafontaine, Pete 
easily tame out on top with a time of 1:05.40. Two of Canada's top 
runners followed. Roland Michaud placed second in 1:06:52 and 
former McGillian and Pan American competitor Ron Wallingford 
(who holds the (wo records given above) came third with a time 
of l:0;t:4G. Twenty-six entered the race which was witnessed by a 
large crowd in the seventy degree heat. 1 • 

Along with Adams, Irving Kirsch and Gord MacKay entered. 
MacKay placed fifteenth while Kirsch received two knee injuries 
in the middle of the race, barely managing to finish. A good day 
for Adams turned out to be a bad one for Kirsch. - He has been 
bothered with ankle trouble, having missed last year's Track and 
Basketball seasons. After the race it was discovered at the Royal 
Victoria Hospital that Kirsch had run part of the race with internal 
hacmorrhaglng knees.
